For CD-R or CD-RW, If it is recorded and finalized, the disc is possible to be played by 
ordinary CD players; If itis recorded but not finalized, the disc will not be possible to be 
played by any other CD players. 
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Recording To CD 


About CD-R and CD-RW discs 


CD-R discs can be recorded once only. Once they have been used for recoding, they cannot 
be erased or re-recorded. However, if space is available on the disc (and the disc has not 
been finalized), additional material can be recorded. 


By contrast, a CD-RW disc can be used in much the same way as a CD-R disc, but the last 

track or tracks recorded can be erased, and the space on the disc can be re-used for other 

recordings. 

However, you should note that an audio CD created using a CD-RW disc may not play back 


satisfactorily on every audio CD-player. 
CD-R, by contrast, may be played satisfactorily on the majority of audio CD players. 


Audio from the PHONO, TAPE, AUX sources can be recorded on the CD recorder.
